THE NEWS. 



Tho great European Congress is to meet 
after all. Tbe day is not fixed, but all doubts 
■as to its assembling ore now removed. It is 
a great achievement of modern civilization 
to have nations, like individuals, meeting in 
calm deliberation to seltlo difficulties, instead 
of resorting to the ultima ratio regum; but 
we are afraid the result of this G'onforonoo 
will not be tho dissipation of hostile foeling, 
or the dispersion of hoBtilo armies. Prussia, 
Italy, and Austria aro rot slackening thoir 
preparations one iota beoauBo of tho Congress; 
we aro told indeed that the two former powers 
have postponed hostilities until Congress 
proves a failure, which iooks very like a do- 
termination to make it one. The parties 
most interested in tho matter — Austria and 
Prussia — will not sanction any disoussion 
about reforms in the Federal constitution, or 
in fact any deliberation on the internal 
affairs of Germany, the formar power adding 
to tho list of tabooed subjects the cession 
of Venetia ; and yet, in the face of this, 
Lon'm Napoleon invitos representatives from 
the Federal Diet, and tells them that the 
object of the Conferenco will bo tho diplo- 
matic settlement of the Sohleswig and "Ve- 
netian questions, as woll as Federal reform so 
fir qb it affects tho European equilibrium. 
Here are elements and objects diverse 
enough to creato a war in themselves, and 
it will be a rather extraordinary thing if 
Louis Napoleon, who by tho way it is said 
will preside on tbo occasion, does not Hod 
means in tho Congress to get up the confla- 
gration in tbe corner most desirable. Tbe 
Federal Diet has accepted the invitation, 
and one of the first questions that will be 
mooted will be that of the Duchies, which 
Prussia claims, which Austria claims, so far 
a* Holstein is concerned, and which are 
claimed by tbe Diet itself. Where three 
powers are after the one thing it is not easy 
to satisfy tbem all, and in this case justice a', 
well as the peaee of Europe would bo better 
subserved if the territory in dispute were 
taken from tho wranglers and given to its 
rightful owner — Denmark. There aro, bow 
ever, other matters in dispute besides Schles 
wig-Holstein ; there is Venetia and even the 
German federation, and it is quite evident 
from the attitude which Prussia, Austria and 
Italy have assumed on these questions that 
no discussion will alter their respective 
policies. If tho Congress does not complicote 
matters more than they aro complicated 
already it will do all that we expect of it — it 
oannot prevent war. If the disputants were 
bound by tho decision of the majority, the 
Congress might then effect some good ; 
if the physical as well as moral force of 
the majority were thrown into tho scale 
against any power who refused to accept 
the decision, it would bo a very effectual way 
of putting an end to hostiln demonstrations 
•ad maintaining tho peace of Europe. This, 
however, is too far in advance of inter- 
national polity as yet, and powers would 
rather bo dragged into war than boldly con- 
froat tho danger and decide the question on 
its merits, beforo it becaruo complicated and 
entangled with the thousand nud one ex- 
traneous things that always creep into dis- 
putes after tho sword has been drawn. 

It appears from our Eastoro despatches 
that Feninnism has some warm friends in 
the House of Representatives at Washington; 
and that England has some very bitter 
and very indiscreet enemies in this branch 
of Congress. We are not surprised that men 
Bhould rise up in this reprecentativo body 
and endorse marauding and murdor — thai 
the neutrality laws should bo viewed only at 
obstructions and restrictions on a freo peop'o 
— thero aro foola in the United Slat03 Con- 
gress as well as in tho Imperial Houses ol 
Parliament, and we can well ~et oil the got)' 
tlemon who bring forward their unique reso 
lutions in tho former body by voluble crack 
brains in the British Legislature during tho 
recent civil war in tho Unitod States — who 
spoke unreservedly of thoir sympathies for 
the enemies of the Ropublio, and who rc' 
joiced with all tbo exuberanco of schoolboys 
at tho Federal revorses. Tho fooling was 
carried oven farther in Canada; for wo had 
wo boliovo, on ono occasion a largo numbor 
of tho people's representatives, in Parliament 
assembled, rising up on the receipt of news 
of a Southern victory and giving threo heart)' 
ohcers. When we think of these things— 
theso mortifying indiscretions and evidences 
of stupidity, we aro disposed to tolerate many 
similar follies in tho representatives of tho 
pooplo ol the United States. It will bo found, 
howover, that it is merely the hair-brained in 
tho Repvtbiio who do outrago cvory idea ol 
national responsibility— that tho Amerioan Gov 
crnment will act honestly and boldly in the 
matter, and that no sympathy will bo Bhown 
for thoso who litwo so openly violatod the 
laws of tho ooutitry.

Steameii Fidkuter — The steamer Fidoliler 
Captain Erskine, ae will be aeon by adver- 
tisement, leaves this afternoon at six o'clock 
for Victoria. This nrrival has been the oc- 
casion of much inquiry concerning tbo priv-. 
ileges of a foreign vessol iu American waters. 
Portland is not a port of entry, as it should 
be, and we havo always labored under tho 
impression that a foreign vessel could not 
come hero, but being a port of delivery it 
appeara that foreign bottoms have tho same 
privileges as American bottoms for delivering 
and receiving cargoes after passing the port 
of entry. Consul Franois of Victoria, who 
is at present in this city, is of the opinion 
ilmt there can be no question as to tbo right 
of foreign bottoms visiting this port, and 
this is the opinion of others, while again 
Bomc hold adverse opinions, and seem strongly 
inclined to tho belief that tho presence ol 
the Fideliter in Portland is in contradiction 
of the laws of Congress. If this be so, then 
the great bulk of all tho busiDess done on 
Puget Sound is in violation of law, as very 
much of the trade above Port Aogoloa is 
transacted in foreign bottoms. In tho case 
of the steamship Fideliter wo think an 
American register might be granted at all 
events. Her present ownership is exclusively 
American. She was purchased when a wreck 
and has been refitted at a much greater ex- 
pence than is required by law, which was all 
done by American hands, using wood and 
iron from American territory. But Bhoald 
there not bo an American register granted to 
the Fideliter, wo trust no obstacle may op- 
pose her in the traffic her present owner 
designs her for. She is well calculated for 
tho Irado between Portland and Victoria, and 
we desire to see her permanently established. 
Tbe Fideliter was built in England for the 
purposo of chasing slavers on tbe African 
coast, and when in perfect order is said to be 
very fast. Sho was brought to Victoria by 
the Nanaimo Coal Company for towing ves- 
sels in the coal trade, and was very usoful 
nnlil sunk by the Alexandra. Sho is 131 
feet in length, 10 feet deep, and has 20 feet 
beam. Her propeller is driven by two splen- 
did oscillating eogines of 28 inches diaraoter 
of cylinder, and 30 inches stroke. — Oregonian. 

Highway Robbkrt— A genuine son of 
tut, Emerald Isle, named Houllind, yesterday 
in tbo Police Court charged three Indiana 
with highway robbery. The complainant 
stated that on tho 4th Judo bo camo from 
Uplands farm, whero ho baa been working 
for tbe last four years, to roceive his pay 
from the cashier of the Hudson Bay Co., and 
on his return, after purchasing sundry arti™ 
clos of clothiDg and provisions, met six In- 
diana near tho residence of Mr. Pearie. The 
Indians camo out from the bush, two being 
armed with muskets and othors with knives ; 
they surrounded him and called upon him to 
potlatch or they would take bis life. The 
complainant preterring to keep the latter in 
preference to his iktas, surrendered his goods. 
Ho had seen the ringleader in town. Tbo 
magistrate, after hearing the man's statement, 
remanded the case for one day.

LATER FROM BIG BEND. 

BY COLLINS' OVERLAND TELEGKAFII 

Cacub Crekk, Juno 14— By arrivals last 
evening wo have the following from Big 
Bend to the 8th instant : On French Creek 
tho Monroe and Bella companies havo taken 
out gold, the former with four mon havo 
ranged from nine to thirteen ounces per day. 
This claim is quito shallow—from two to 
five feet. Tho Discovery claim, working in 
tbe bank, havo aluo takon out gold, making 
in ono day eight ounces and threo dollars. 
About forty claims are located, and will got 
faiily atJlwork in ten days. Tho Half breed 
Company were preparing to flume French 
Creek, and the company adjoining havo 
nearly finished their wing dam. 

About 500 men remain ou tho river, and 
400 at Soymoor, waiting for tbo water to 
subside. 

The steamer Forty-nine arrived at Wilson s 
Landing last Tburodny, 5th instant, with ten 
passengers and six tons freight. 

Tho Government trail has been opened by 
cutting a passago for six miles through snow 
trom four to twenty faet deep. Thero is con- 
siderable water on tho trail from tho mountain 
snow. Pack trains aro oxpected through 
from Seymour, whioh will reduce tho prico 
of provisions one half.

It showed that a considerable 
quantity of coal hod been taken out of tho 
mine, nnd in consequence of the increased 
demand for the coal it was deemed neces- 
sary to put down machinery, and expend 
other sums of money in opening up tho inino. 
A steam engine is to ho used for pumping, 
and secure moorings are to he laid for tho safety 
and accommodation of ships loading there 
It was mentioned in the report that tho 
reoont quick trip of tho steamer California 
was attributed to tho superior quality ot tho 
coal, for which a lively demand was nnsing 
in San Francisco. 

The Commeiiciai- Bank ok India.— This 
bank, as we said yesterday, had a paid-up 
capital of $5,000,000, and at the close of tho 
half year ending Decuinbor 31, 1865, the Di- 
rectors wroto ofl S590.000 for losses on their 
tradiDg in San Francisco, besides a further 
sum for Indian losses. This swept away the 
whole of their reserve fund accumulated from 
former prolils, $845,000, and left 8330,000 to 
the debt of profit and loss account. The 
actual losses when this branch was wound 
DP woro, we bolieve, $890,000, and probably 
the Indian losses wore also in oxcesa of tho 
estimate on December 31st; but nothing is 
known that would indieato that loss than 
three-fourths of their cupital is still intact.— 
F. Bulletin.

Prussia also is said to regard that con- 
ference shall not discuss questions relating 
etclnsivoly to tho intornal interests of Ger- 
many, that its deliberations shall speedily 
prove that a root prospect exists for tho 
preservation of peace. 

Tho noto ol the French Government invi- 
ting tho Fedoral Diet to send representa- 
tives of the German States, says, llie object 
of the conference, is to bo a diplomatic 
sottlcment of the questions of Sohleawig and 
Venetia, also of a Federal reform, so far as 
it affects tho European equilibrium. The 
Federal Diet resolved to accept the invita- 
tion. 

Tbo Austrian Governmont had ordered a 
forced loan ol twelve million florins in Loin- 
bardy and Venetia. 

A communication received in London, 
assorts that Garibaldi was still on tho Island 
of Csprera, and had no immediate intontiou 
of leaving.

Chicago, Juno 11 — Tho Fenian leaders aro 
vory much dispirited at the interfurencu of 
tho U. S. Government and tho consequent 
failure of their scheme. They bitterly de- 
nounce the administration for bad faith, in 
alleging that it should find rnoro than half a 
million dollars worth of arms knowing tho 
use to be made of thorn, und that tho Fenians 
wero every way encouraged to mako tho ot-.

GUATEMALA. 

Guatemala had received a proposition from 
Peru to join the Chile Peruvian alliance against 
Spain, and had replied stating that, at the 
saino time that the South American Repubi 
lies had tho entire sympathy of Guatemala, 
it would he quite impossible for that slate to 
join iho alliance. This, says tbe Panama 
'Herald, makes three out of the five Central 
American Governments that have declined 
to declare war ngaiust Spain, namely : Gua- 
temala, Salvador, and Costa llica. There is 
little doubt that Honduras and Nicaragua will 
follow the example of the other States. 

PANAMA. 

The news of Iho glorious triumph of tho 
Peruviaus over the Spaniards at Oullao, as 
might bo expected, was hailed with unbounded 
demonstrations of joy by tho worthy citizens 
of Panama — foreign as well as native. 
Rockets were sent blazing skywards from the 
Plaza, the bund was out playing tho national 
airs of Peru and Chile— the churoh bolls rang 
out their joyous peals, sedate citizens shouted 
their Vivas I with gusto ; in short, everything 
betokened tho receipt of glad tidings. Verily, 
Panama was last night in a merrier mood 
than the quiet old city has experienced for 
many a long day. The occasion was worthy 
of the enthusiasm. — Bulletin.

Tho British Columbia Government Gazelle 
publishes tbo following extracts from a com- 
munication received by the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works, from Mr. 
Moberly, C. E. 

"Columbia. IIiveu, May 21th, 1SCC. 

Sir, — I havo since my arrivol on the 
Columbia River deciuod on tho line for a 
trail to connect the one opened last year, 
from Seymour to this river, with French and 
McCulbob's or Clemen's Creeks ; this line 
will have to follow the westerly bank of the 
Colombia river to a point about two miles 
below the Dulles do Mort, at which point it 
will croos to tho easterly bank, and thence 
along it to a point three miles below the 
month of Gold Creek, and thence In a north- 
easterly direction will strike it (Gold Creek) 
not far from tbo mouth of MoCullooh's Creek; 
its length Irom Kirby's Landing (the tor- 
minus ol the trail oponed lust your) to the 
above point, will ho about eighteen miles. 

The party now at work on this trail will, 
I fully o.xpect, huve it open for pack nnimnls 
by the 1 Ol h June. 

I hoar from Mr. Hick that tho party under 
his chnrge have the trail from Seymour to a 
point thirteen miles from the Colombia river, 
in capital order for pack animals ; the snow 
on the Summit is still an obstruction to paok 
animals, hut it is rapidly melting. 

The trail that went over the mountains 
by a line known as "Cottonwood Smith's 
Trail," and which branches oil from the 
Government trail at n point nineteen miles 
from Seymour (Latitude of this point 51° 
23' 43"), and s'.rikes tho Columbia river 
about ono milo above the mouth of Gold 
Greek ( Wilson's Landing) has coased, the 
whole now going by tho Government truil, 
tbo entire, distance by whicD— from Seymour 
to French Creek — I estimated at 54 miles, 
and being n few miles shorter than tbo re 
puted cut-off by Cottonwood Smith's trail 
nnd Wilson's Landing. Mr. Turnbull re- 
ports good feed for animals on that portion 
of tbe new Irail immediately south of Gold 
Creek. 

I should have cleared away the Bnow on 
Iho summit to allow pack animals to got 
ucross, had I felt justified iu incurring such 
an expenditure as would hnvo been required, 
but when 1 louod tbo miners had rushed in 
too soon to mine, that the majority of these 
mon woro without money or provisions, and 
that little or no credit, oven at very high 
rates, wus given by tho merchants at the 
mines, and that tho merchants from Colvillo 
havo also stopped sending up supplies — tho 
last steamer only brought up four tons, and 
tho ono that has this moment arrived, lias 
not brought any freight, and as llicso mer- 
chants inform me thoy will not ship up 
until they boo tho minors at work and with 
money. I did not think it advisable to in- 
cur Iho expondiluro as tho abovo mon would 
under any circumstances have been forced 
to roturn. I purchased, yesterday at this 
place, flour at 30 cts.; bacon at 85 cts., and 
boans at 50 cts., per pound. 

There aro now inniiy mon at all tho difier- 
otit points where thero aro houses, waiting 
lor tho mining season to opon properly. 
Somo few prospecting parties havo boon out 
but havo gutierully been driven back by tho 
Bnow.
